The dotted curve in the chart shows 
our regular Type 41 film. This behaves 
very nicely in most situations. Even on 
dull days it turns out the snappy prints 
that many snapshooters prefer. But in 
a scene as harshly lighted as this, you 
would burn-out the highlight detail or 
black-in the shadows, one or the other. 
With Professional Pan, you hold both. 

With Professional Pan, you actually 
have enough dynamic range left over on 
most shots to give you some leeway in 
choosing exposures. To get a sun- 
drenched, high-key effect in your print, 
you can often double the correct ex- 
posure. To get a rich, low-key effect, you 
can cut it in half. Both prints will be 
good, photographically, with all the de- 
tail present. But they will be totally 
different in mood.

Controllable contrast 


The new film has another remarkable 
feature. You can control its contrast. 
To get extra contrast into your picture, 
you simply leave it longer in the camera 
— say 90 or 120 seconds. The whites in 
the picture will stay nearly the same, but 
the greys will grow darker and the blacks 
blacker, to give you a vivid, dramatic 
print. If the scene is over-harsh and you 
want less contrast in the picture, you 
take the picture out quicker — say in 35 
seconds. The greys will be lighter and 
blacks less black, to give you a quieter, 
softer print. The choice is like the one 
you make in the darkroom when you 
pick the film-development time or the 
grade of printing paper to fit a given 
negative. But here of course you can 
make the choice right on the scene. You 
can revise it then and there, as you match 
your picture against the possibilities of 
your subject and apply your own crea- 
tive judgments.

60,000 EGGS A DAY e e e 

Reports Image (Journal of Photog- 
raphy of the George Eastman House) : 

Almost any photograph of the 19th 
century is printed on very thin, glossy 
paper and has a deep rich, brown tone. 
Because this photographic paper was 
coated with egg white, it was known 
as “albumen paper’. 

So great was the demand for this 
popular product that the Dresden 
Albumenizing Company, the largest 
in the world, used 60,000 eggs each 
day. Girls did nothing all day long but 
break eggs and separate the whites 
from the yolks. The whites were then 
churred and the yolks sold to leather 
dressers for finishing kid and fine 
leathers. 

A visitor to the factory of John R. 
Clemons in Philadelphia described (in 
the February, 1873, issue of The 
Photographic Time) the churn, into 
which he saw poured “many gallons 
of the whites of eggs. After the brisk 
turning of the crank for a few mo- 
ments the frothy substance is now in 
the right stage to add of milk and old 
Jamaica rum quantum sufficit to pro- 
duce a glorious eggnog; but no...

skillfully floated on the surface of the 
liquid, and then hung up to dry. 

Raw paper was specially made for 
this treatment by two mills, which 
had a virtual monopoly of the busi- 
ness. One was the French firm of 
Blanchet Freres and Kleber at Rives, 
and the other was the German firm of 
Steinbach and Co. of Malmedy. It was 
claimed that theirs was the only paper 
sufficiently pure and free from all 
traces of iron for sensitizing success- 
fully. The sheets were 23 x 18 inches, 
and a ream of 480 sheets (which 
weighed 22 lbs.) sold in ceed for $10.

The hens worked overtime .. . 


After albumenizing, the paper was not 
light sensitive. Before use the photog- 
rapher sensitized the paper simply by 
floating it on the surface of a tray full 
of silver nitrate solution, and hanging 
it up to dry. He exposed the paper be- 
neath his negative to sunshine until a 
visible image appeared. To give the 
rich brown tone the print, after 
thorough washing, was treated with 
gold chloride in solution. It was then 
fixed and washed. 

Usually albumen prints were mount- 
ed on cards before drying them, using 
a starch paste. Because of the exceed- 
ing thinness of the paper, unmounted 
prints curl and are easily torn.

e A great many of our covers are 
originally planned in our Art Depart- 
ment where composition is sketched 
on a piece of tracing paper. The Art 
Director plans almost precisely where 
all the words to appear on the cover 
are to fall. This tracing is then given 
to a photographer, who places it direct- 
ly on the view camera ground glass and 
poses his model accordingly. Unfor- 
tunately, not many 35mm cameras 
have a ground glass, and when they do 
it’s far too small for the purposes of 
laying tracing paper upon it.—Ed. 


Retinal images: fact or fancy?

as well as in lower animals whose eyes 
contain a rod receptor system. 


started a systematic investigation of 
visual purple immediately after Boll’s 
announcement. In about a year he was 
able to publish a comprehensive paper 
that contains nearly everything known 
about visual purple except compara- 
tively recent findings. It naturally 
occurred to Kiihne that since the visual 
purple bleaches according to the 
amount of light it’s exposed to, the 
living eye might be capable of taking 
a picture. His work in this field is re- 
viewed later on. 

First, the much earlier claims that 
the eye could record pictures have to 
be introduced. According to Stenger 
(see references) a Dr. Pollack pub- 
lished in an American newspaper 
around 1856-57 the theory that the ret- 
ina of a dead person retained the last 
visual image seen and that the re- 
moved and dissected eye should reveal 
the image in all detail under optical 
magnification. 

In 1857 a Dr. Sandforth of Auburn, 
N. Y., claimed that he had seen in the 
eye of a murdered man the figure of 
the murderer dressed in a white coat 
and the stone by which the murder was 
committed in mid-air.

Such irresponsible and completely 
unfounded claims instigated a world- 
wide controversy. German newspapers 
referred to the subject as American 
“grandiose humbug.” The idea was 
picked up by writers and used in dra- 
matic plays and detective stories. M. 
Varner, a London photographer, at- 
tempted to prove the existence of 
retinal images by “showing” a picture 
of the floor of a slaughter house, sup- 
posedly taken from the eye of a calf 
eight hours after it was dead. The eyes 
of a murdered woman in Paris were 
claimed to show a faithful portrait of 
her murderer, down to his curly hair, 
bushy eyebrows and goatee. In Ger- 
many the eye of Professor Gregy 
(murdered in Berlin) was offered for 
examination, but no physican could be 
found who could prepare the retina 
because this most important technique 
had not been raised as a problem by 
previous imaginative claimants. 

In 1863 H. W. Vogel, famous in 
photography for his discovery of dye- 
sensitizing emulsions to make them 
color sensitive, pronounced the inter- 
national hoax to be without scientific

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modern STEREO

Here’s a novel, painless but effec- 
tive way to show your slides to 
best advantage. 

Stereo photography is mainly a 
family hobby with most of us...we 
enjoy photographing our friends and 
family on special occasions so that we 
can “show them off’’ afterwards in the 
form of stereo slides. It’s certainly 
that way in my case: although my 
3-D interests are many and varied, my 
special-favorite subjects are my wife 
and two little boys. It’s fun keeping a 
stereo-record of things that happen 
around the house (and out-of-doors, 
too). 

I usually have my camera loaded 
and ready for action, laying high-up 
on the shelf in the den closet. Then, 
when some little but momentous-to-us 
family occurrence takes place—today, 
tomorrow or next week—I’m all set to 
reach for the camera and quickly take 
a picture before the: spontaneity has 
evaporated. Popping flashbulbs are no 
novelty around our house any more, so 
after taking the picture(s) I just re- 
turn the camera to the closet and we 
continue with hardly a notice of any 
interruption. These semi-candids, plus 
photos taken on our usual every-other- 
week end excursions, keep us pretty 
well supplied with stereos to show off 
to our friends and neighbors. 

Now comes the big problem! What 
to do with these various assorted 
stereos, presentationwise, so as to get 
the ultimate fun and enjoyment from 
them? I’d like to offer you my own 
personal solution, in the hope that it 
may give you a few ideas of your own. 
In the first place, whether you’re an 
ardent stereo hobbiest or merely a 
casual snapshooter, it doesn’t make 
sense to take all these wonderful 
stereos and then not do something spe- 
cial with them. And by “special” I 
don’t mean getting real fancy and 
going to a lot of time-consuming trou- 
ble... but rather, just maintaining 
at least a certain minimum amount 
of showmanship in the presentation of 
your stereos to your family and 
friends. A hodge-podge of all-mixed- 
up stereos in an assortment of scat- 
tered boxes isn’t very attractive to the 
average viewer. It pays big dividends 
in personal satisfaction to put on a 
show. 

Don’t worry now; I’m not advocat- 
ing anything that means a lot of extra 
work. Just the opposite. Personal ex- 
perience has taught me that the only 
practical system of slide presenta- 
tion (plus filing and storage) is one 
that takes an absolute minimum of 
effort necessary for the results that 
you’re after. 


BUY IT FROM YOUR PHoTto DEALER 


There’s a relatively new 3-D viewer 
on the market that promises to do 
great things toward making stereo 
more and increasingly more popu- 
lar among photographers. This is a 
magazine-type viewer that holds fifty 
cardboard-mounted stereo slides at one 
time. Only slightly larger than a regu- 
lar plastic viewer, and weighing barely 
a few ounces more, this outstanding 
apparatus does away with changing 
stereos one at a time. The person view- 
ing the slides (photo 1) just turns the 
comfortable knob on the side of the 
viewer case and he’s looking at the 
next slide...then the next, and the 
next... fifty of them, one right after 
the other. At any time you can reverse 
the direction that you’re turning the 
knob and turn backwards to have an- 
other look at any particular slide or 
slides. When you come to the last slide 
you’re ready to start all over again. 
Viewer focusing is almost automatic. 
The same knob that turns to the next 
slide also controls the focus. 





1. Here’s an “in action” photo of the 
Stereo “50” Viewer described in this 
month’s celumn. It’s about the sim- 
plest-to-use viewer on the market. 


If you’re getting the idea that I’m 
very enthusiastic about the Stereo 
“50” Viewer, you’re completely right. 
Think about it a moment... someone 
wants to look at your stereos, so you 
hand him this viewer and he’s all set 
to enjoy fifty of them in complete com- 
fort. Then, after he’s looked at the first 
set of slides (takes a happy five or 
ten minutes) and is interested in see- 
ing more, just insert a new cartridge. 

Photo 2, page 58, shows the viewer 
with the lid swung back and the slide- 
cartridge in sight. The extra car-

As was just implied, not all of my 
slides are filed away this way. In 
fact, I don’t even put: most of my 
stereos into this viewer... just those 
that we consider good enough, and 
representative enough, to wish to show 
to others and we ourselves want to 
look at again and again over the years. 
I still glass-mount any extra-special 
slides that are sent in to occasional 
stereo exhibitions or that we give 
away to friends and relatives. 

Incidentally, here’s one of the big 
bonus features for the Stereo ‘50” 
system: slide sequences. This sequence

MORE THAN A LIKENESS 





THE STATEMENT above has been fashioned to tell you immedi- 
ately something of the approach of Richard Pousette-Dart, a re- 
markably gifted young photographer, whose story might begin . . . 

Once upon a time there lived (in the environs of New York) 
a young painter. Unfortunately (for the sake of his pocketbook, 
not his psyche) the young man painted abstractions. He gained 
great satisfaction and a considerable reputation from his paint- 
ing. Simultaneously he developed the hobby of photography. He 
took pictures of his own daughter, his wife, his friends. 

People began to encourage his work. “That’s the best picture 
of me I’ve ever seen,” they’d say. “Why don’t you become a pro- 
fessional photographer? Earn your living that way.” 
















Each picture a challenge 


He took their advice. And then he discovered that he was no 

, more a “commercial” photographer than he was a “commer- 

ca cial” painter. Each picture, each story was a creative problem to 

him. He didn’t imitate anyone else’s style. He worked his own 

f Pl way. It was the only way he could work. And gradually he’s find- 
ing his own way in the photographic field. 

2 His pictures have appeared in such magazines as Mademoi- 
# a selle, Vogue, Cosmopolitan, Charm and Coronet, such Sunday 

ol supplements as This Week. For the most part they have been 
feature pictures of people, with an occasional picture story, 
fashion assignment, or still life. But since he does not have a large 
studio (his studio is the size and condition of most amateur’s 
bailiwicks) or thousands of dollars invested in electronic flash 

(he uses for the most part the amateur’s light, what God gives), 
most of his assignments are done on location. 

His cameras? He uses a Graflex, equipped with an £/4.5 
Spencer single element (soft focus) lens, which he says he can 
stop down to “needle sharpness.” He also works with an f/2.8 
Rolleiflex, a Contax (with an £/1.5 lens), a Leica (with a wide- 
angle {/2.8 Xenogon lens). 

. Pousette-Dart brings a rather complex and rare attitude to the 
field of photography in general and to portraiture in particular. 
He is a soft-spoken, slightly built, young man who discusses 
photography with a gentle passion. To talk portraiture with him 
is a rewarding experience because you suddenly find yourself 
discussing painting, the problems of the creative worker, atti- 
tudes towards life, books, movies, jazz, classical music. Pousette- 
Dart is a conversationalist, not a declaimer; a man of opinion, 
who is not opinionated; he has well thought out approaches, but 
no intolerances. 

“You may disagree with me,” he’ll say. “I think it is a photog- 
rapher’s responsibility to show the beauty of life, not its ugliness.”

POUSETTE-DART (cont.) 

“To me everyone is beautiful. I try to show that 
beauty.” 

“Cropping? The picture is the thing, not the rule.” 

“T like to feel I have no system...that I’m open to 
any improvement. I may make a statement about ap- 
proach and then discover I’m doing just the opposite. 
I don’t know ahead of time what my imagination may 
tell me to do in a given picture situation. Rules make 
people inflexible. Their pictures become stylized, stag- 
nant, even awkward.” 

And what kind of portrait does this refreshing un- 
bound photographer take? Well, look through these 
pages. You'll find portraits—and what adjective should 
go with the word? Are they mood portraits? Yes, if 
mood means to you gaiety, humor, thoughtfulness, 
gentleness, a Victorian quality. No, if the word “mood” 
means only sadness and disturbance. 

These are portraits that are more than likenesses. 
While they are certainly pictures of individuals they 
have connotations that make them interesting and fasci- 


nating even if you do not know who the people are. 
They have a lasting, “picture” quality that results from 
Pousette-Dart’s approach and a personal technique. 

“There isn’t anything or anyone that can’t be photo- 
graphed interestingly, imaginatively, beautifully. In 
every picture situation I find myself facing an unknown 
challenge—I find the same thrill every time I begin to 
take a picture that you get the first time you see a print 
coming up in the developer. I feel that way about an 
ashtray or a human being.” 

When Pcusette-Dart photographs children, he lets 
them “go about their own business” and he follows them 
with camera in hand. “I let them be themselves, relax.” 

What if people are camera shy? In that case, he 
shoots many pictures, till they become unconscious of 
the camera. “You see it’s a matter of overcoming fear. 
Their fear of me and my fear that the picture might not 
come out right. I work in both directions. I believe the 
business of overcoming fear is important in all human 
relationships, not just in picture taking.” 

The technique works integrally with the approach. 
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Indoor picture of photographer’s daughter Joanna captures moment of spontaneous joy, happiness. 


POUSETTE-DART (cont.) 

“I’m my own exposure meter. I’ve worked so long in 
taking pictures that I know instinctively what the light 
will do, what exposure I can use. Sometimes I take 
a chance.” 

An example of taking a chance is the wondrous pic- 
ture of Terlu, page 64. “I really didn’t think I had 
enough light, but her expression as she leaned over the 
arm of a chair was just what I wanted, so I took a 
chance. I do that often and many times I'll get some- 
thing I would have missed if I hadn’t dared. Sometimes 
I miss, but it’s only a little piece of film I’ve lost. That’s 
nothing compared to the expression I might get.” 
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A photographer’s prints, he believes, are an expres- 
sion of his own personality. Regardless of rules or 
standards most prints will tend to have an individuality, 
a style. “I like my prints to have depth and bite like 
solid music.” He doesn’t want them grey or high key 
or formless. Because he feels that the print is the ulti- 
mate expression of the picture he does his own dark- 
room work, now as he has for eighteen years since he 
made his first pinhole camera. And he does not force 
film or development. He uses standard films—Kast- 
man Plus-X, Super-XX, or the newer Tri-X. He de- 
velops them by time and temperature, usually a little 
over the recommended time.

SHOOT THROUGH 


BINOCULARS 





With Bino-Foto outfit, twin-lens reflex becomes powerful 
long distance camera. Subject is viewed through top 
half of glasses, picture is taken through bottom half. 





Brackets and adapters are available for 35mm and cine 
cameras, too. Here focusing is done visually through idle 
half of binoculars, either by direct vision or with aid of 
special reflex viewing attachment. 
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EVERY PHOTOGRAPHER who owns a pair of powerful 
binoculars has probably thought about trying to hitch 
them to his camera for pictures of far distant subjects. 
Travelers, who usually go equipped with both camera 
and binoculars, are also frequently obsessed with this 
prospect. 

Unfortunately, for most people who have tried shoot- 
ing through binoculars, the results have generally been 
disappointing. Problems of mounting the two items, 
getting correct exposure, and focusing sharply are tough 
to solve without specific information. 

Now there is available for the first time a complete 
outfit, binoculars and all necessary fittings, designed to 
produce first class results. 

Bino-Foto is the name under which the glasses and 
attachments are being marketed by D. P. Bushnell & Co., 
Inc., of Pasadena, Calif. The heart of the outfit is a pair 
of excellent, specially designed, Japanese-made 7-power 
binoculars ($81.50). To fit these to the camera there are 
appropriate mounting brackets ($17.95) for 35mm, twin- 
lens reflex, or cine cameras ($3.95 extra for movies). 
To control the exposure (always a problem with 
binocular-camera rigs) there is a combination lens- 
hood and iris diaphragm ($12.50) which fits over the 
large end of the taking ocular. This is calibrated in 
{/stops for use with 75, 50, 25 and 13mm lenses standard 
in most popular-sized still and motion picture cameras. 
On the binocular it looks just like a standard black lens- 
hood. Another accessory to be made available is a reflex 
type viewer ($24.50) to fit over the eyepiece of the view- 
ing ocular, for those situations in which you can’t get your 
eye up to the eyepiece due to the camera’s interference. 


How to use the Bino-Foto 


First of all, a tripod is virtually a must. It may be 
possible to shoot with a 35mm camera and fast film at 
high shutter speeds and stop vibration, but it seems un- 
likely. The 7X magnification puts the equivalent of a 
14-inch lens on a 35mm camera, and a 21-inch lens on 
a twin-lens reflex, and that’s a lot of lens to be juggling. 

The taking eyepiece of the binoculars is set to slightly 
off infinity (details vary for different types of cam- 
eras and the instructions are (Continued on page 132)

WEEGEE CARICATURES 


WEEGEE HAS finally done it. The famous news photog- 
rapher, now involved in producing various distortion 
techniques, has invented a new process that anyone can 
use to make photo caricatures. Most of Weegee’s previous 
diversions into the land of aberration have been kept as 
secret as an atomic project. You saw the pictures but 
never learned how they were made. Now you will not only 
learn. You may even do it. All you need are some nega- 
tives, preferably of people or animals, a darkroom setup 
with an enlarger, and some inexpensive glass plates 
which you can pick up at your neighborhood glazier. Ask 
him for some scraps of fancy glass—ribbed, peppered, 
etched, hatched, fluted. He'll generally have some left 
over from larger jobs and be glad to get rid of the pieces. 
For a few additional cents, the glazier will cut the scraps 
to measure for your enlarger. The size depends on your 
own machine. The glass must rest securely underneath

patterns—fluted, hatched, ribbed—it must be colorless. Since these glass plates are going to be the secret of your 
success or failure in this distortion business, clean them 














This is how the distorting glass fits an enlarger. Place 
the glass where the negative carrier normally rests and 
then fit carrier directly atop glass before lowering 
enlarger housing. Then turn on enlarger and focus. 
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Some glasses will make more successful caricatures 
than others. The clown, at left, was distorted by 
a glass with small squares to produce the caricature 
above. A lot also depends on your subject matter. 
People, animals are better caricatured than scenics.

If you have friends with certain 
characteristics, use a glass to exaggerate these. 





well. Glaziers’ shops are not known for their spotless 
qualities. Weegee cleans his plates with ammonia solu- 
tion, available from your druggist. He advises against 
all silicon cleaners since they do get the glass clean but 
may scratch it in the process. After cleaning, wipe the 
glass with a soft flannel cloth. And practice holding 
the glass by the edges to keep your fingerprints from the 
surfaces. 

Place the glass in the enlarger where your negative 
carrier would normally fit. Lay the negative in its carrier 
directly atop the glass (picture, page 72). Turn on the 
enlarger and check the results on the baseboard. If you 
don’t like the distortion, rotate the negative carrier or 
the glass, or use a different glass pattern. Exposure will 
often work out to be about the same as a straight print, 
but a test strip is the surest way to avoid paper wastage. 
As you exhaust the possibilities of the different glass 


types, you can discard them and collect others. (Weegee 
now owns some 50-odd pieces of glass.) You may have 
some trouble fitting the glass into enlargers with fixed 
slot-type negative carrier channels. There may not be 
enough height for the thick patterned glass. In such 
cases, the negative carrier may have to be discarded. 
Use the fancy glass as a bottom plate. Hold the negative 
flat by a thin sheet of plain glass for a top plate. 

That’s all there is to Weegee’s new photo caricature 
process. As the great man has recently written himself: 
“The simplicity of method heightens its utility as a means 
of artistic expression. Naturally, it is the artistic in- 
tuition of the individual photographer that will deter- 
mine the success or failure of any photographic tool.” 
Which in old style Weegee prose means, you can be 
successful or really louse it up. It depends on your own 
ability to act like Weegee. —H. K.

GLAMOUR BY 
NATURAL LIGHT 


MAGIC: A SPELL OR CHARM. That’s Webster’s definition of glamour and 
Stephen Colhoun’s approach to glamour pictures with natural light. 

Colhoun is an exceptionally successful fashion-advertising photographer. His 
string of clients includes such well-heeled titans as Procter & Gamble, Socony-Vacuum 
(Mobiloil), duPont, International Latex (Playte® girdles), Lever (Lux liquid 
soap), Goodyear, Burlington Mills and Pacific Mills. He also shoots for such 
sophisticated magazines as Harper’s Bazaar, Mademoiselle and Town and Country. 

Success has come with breathtaking speed to Colhoun. He has been a photog- 
rapher for only about five years. His pictures have found favor because they are 
singular. Their individuality shows itself in drama achieved with alternately stark 
and gentle whites, abrased blacks, grainy grays, unusual croppings and angles. He

works effects, too, by exhausting his tools to their 
physical and chemical limits—by using a lens at ex- 
tremely close distances or by wringing tonal extremes 
from enlarging paper, for instance. 

One of the emotional keys to his work is extreme 
simplicity. In lighting, this means exposing with day- 
light whenever possible. 

Colhoun believes, to paraphrase Shakespeare, that 
the quality of natural light is not strained. It falls like 
the gentle dew upon the model’s face and glorifies her. 


Its inherent soft quality, especially when ordinary 
window glass has bestowed a slightly diffused, filtered 
effect, emphasizes the beauty of a young skin, the con- 
tours of a lovely face, the few, brief lines of the com- 
position. For this reason, the top of Colhoun’s studio 
is a sheet of glass, open to the sky. 

For fill-in light, he uses “do-it-yourself” aluminum 
foil reflectors that bounce the daylight wherever he 
wants it. These were built in his studio and consist 
merely of large boards covered (Continued on page 118)

The daughter of a successful photographer, she works on her own 


CAN THE DAUGHTER of a successful commercial illustrator (New York photographer Hal Reiff) make 
a go of photography and a name for herself? We discovered that partly due to her father’s talents, 
partly in spite of them, Carol Reiff has been growing a number of photographic ideas of her own. 
Almost all her work has been done outside a studio, thus far—around New York—with a 214 x 2144 
twin-lens reflex. Her approach to picture-making is not simply a matter of finding a subject, releas- 
ing the shutter and making a “straight” print in the darkroom. If she feels that a scene has a strik- 
ing mood, she may use one of several techniques to relay that mood in a photograph. She may crop 
to emphasize a horizontal or vertical line (below and left respectively), or daringly crop into circu- 
lar lines (above). She might move the camera during exposure to accent vert- (Continued on page 137)

CLOSE-UP 
ON NATURE 


THIS IS THE AMERICAN EARTH is one of the most beautiful and remark- 
able photographic exhibitions ever put together. Soon to open in New 
York City and Chicago, it has already been shown earlier this year 
at the Academy of Sciences in San Francisco and the Le Conte Lodge 
in Yosemite Valley, Calif. This winter one version will travel to uni- 
versities and museums on the West Coast, another through those of 
the East. Various organizations have proposed to circulate it in re- 
production to every community, to make it into a movie for TV and 
ordinary theater showings, to publish it as a book for distribution in 
this country and throughout the world. 

Why all this excitement? There are two answers; one is the theme 
of the show, the other its execution. The theme stresses the need, the 
history, the purpose of the conservation of America’s natural resources. 
The execution includes the display of some of the most penetrating 
and beautiful photographs of nature ever made, seven of which are re- 
produced herewith. Such photographers as Ansel Adams, Edward Wes-

ton, Margaret Bourke-White, Eliot Porter, Arthur Rothstein, Werner 
Bischof, Henri Cartier-Bresson, Cedric Wright, Barbara Morgan, and 
others contributed their work. The show also includes 19th century pho- 
tographs by E. H. Anthony, Alexander Gardner, William H. Jackson, etc. 

Only six photographers made their own prints for the exhibition. 
The rest were done by Ansel Adams with the assistance of Pirkle Jones. 
And if you want to see what a photographic print can be, at its best, 
don’t miss this show. Reproduction by magazine processes can never 
do justice to the superb qualities of the originals. 

The show covers fourteen panels, each seven by four feet. Photo- 
graphs are mounted, to stand out, some a little further than others, 
from the panels. For sculptural relief, bits of color were added: butter- 
flies, a mushroom coral, a cluster of crystals; a four thousand year old 
Egyptian statuette glazed a deep turquoise, a small Fifth Century 
Greek head of marble (both lent by the M. H. DeYoung Museum) ; an 
Audubon print, The Wild Turkey; maps and color diagrams. 

The result fits well into the original inspiration for the show, a dis- 
cussion among Ansel Adams, his wife Virginia and Nancy Newhall. 
They were trying to find a means of bringing (Continued on page 124)

G6 WAYS TO 
LOOK AT A BABY 


BABIES DO NOT really all look alike. You might think so 
from the majority of baby pictures made and exhibited, 
but it isn’t true. Each baby has a personality, moods 
and actions which set it apart from others. These can 
be documented successfully by a photographer who has 
learned how. MopERN sent magazine photographer Mar- 
gery Lewis on assignment with two objects in mind: 
bring back a successful picture series on one baby, then 


tell how it should be done. Photographer Lewis took three 
months to complete the assignment, watched the baby 
grow and change, witnessed every event in its daily life. 
She used Contax and Nikon 35mm cameras, Super-XX 
film, a small electronic flash unit at times, and two lenses, 
a 50mm f/2 and a 35mm f/2.8. Although she shot many 
more, MopERN picked six outstanding actions or moods 
to analyze for its readers.—H. K. 


1. COMPARISON: Do you always need to show a baby’s face? Com- 
parison between the size of an adult and a child can be just as effective 
from the rear. Contrast the wobbly legs of the baby just learning to 
stand with its mother or father. Each baby stands in a slightly dif- 
ferent manner than the next. Take the photograph as soon as the child 
learns the trick of staying upright. Later, when he’s more accustomed 
to it, his position will change, become more sure, less photogenic. 
You don’t need a high speed. Here windowlight, £/2.8, 1/25 did nicely. 








2. MOTION: Two movements lend themselves to 
sequence or individual photos: rolling over and 
crawling. Babies are surprisingly fast, hard to an- 
ticipate. Bounce electronic flash is ideal when baby 
is learning to roll, above. Place the baby in posi- 
tion to better your chances. If he likes to lie on 
his back, turn him on his stomach. Left: about-to- 
crawl baby remains still long enough for avail- 
able light shot at 1/25. Try dark backgrounds. 
They concentrate interest in child. Stay away from 
design rugs, quilts, patterns and mazes of toys. 








3. PORTRAIT: A baby can show more than a happy face and varied expres- 
sions. Some babies are always happy, others are whimsical or serious. Take the 
time to discover their basic personality. Then they’re easier to photograph. You 
don’t need flash or electronic flash for such a portrait. Natural light from a 
nearby window is ample, but extra bounced flood, here, picked up detail in 
mother’s hair. This pose over one’s shoulder is a good solution. The baby feels 
secure held by mother. At same time, the child can be maneuvered for best light- 
ing and composition without having him crawl away or turn from your camera. 


4. DAILY ROUTINE: Washing a baby, 
weighing, feeding, dressing—follow the 
baby through a complete day. These are the 
photographs which may not yield one out- 
standing picture individually but are essen- 
tial as a group to your file or album. A baby 
is not all play, crawl, and toys. Baby means 
work, diaper change, feed. Show it. Bounce 
electronic flash will make job easier. Wide- 
angle lens helps in small, crowded rooms. 





5. NEW TRICKS: When a baby first learns to pull himself up, no one is more pleased. 
He beams for approval with each new trick of growing. Watch for them. Babies will re- 
peat such actions along with the expressions for about two weeks after they first learn them. 


After that the mood and method often change. Shoot well within the 14-day period. Pic- 
ture, above, was made three days after baby had learned to stand. Natural light and a slow 
shutter speed of 1/25 to 1/50 sec. will often do for photographs of a baby’s new tricks. 


6. WATCHING: Babies learn only by watching and listening. They spend most of their time 
doing just that. Every parent has felt two gimlet eyes staring through his or her back while the 
parent goes about the house. Babies sometimes remain for hours in their cribs with heads slight- 
ly raised, watching. Keep your camera close at hand just for such moments. When the baby 
is in a watching mood, quiet but interested, you can watch and photograph in return. Natu- 
ral light was used here. With flash you can stop lens down for more depth of field. 





LOOK IN THE CORNER! 


James Weymouth’s people and patterns are “unexpected” pictures 


THE WAYS in which parts of a picture should be com- 
bined have produced thunderous arguments since creative 
arts (including photography) began. For many viewers, 
a picture is successful only if its essential parts flow 
along the line of an imaginary “S.” A few others, shy 
even of tiresome S-curve rules, have demanded that 
a subject be dead in the center. There have been rules 
that lines must never follow parallel and close to the 
edge of a picture, and that a good photograph never 
has “waste” space. Relatively few photographers—or 
viewers—have thought that a picture’s corners might 
be a place to direct visual interest. 

James Weymouth departs from the conventional com- 
positions, yet his pictures are undeniably harmonious, 





cohesive. Although a boy and steps are separated by a 
wide expanse of brick wall, below, the picture is not 
“scattered.” There is balance—between the left and 
right sides of the picture, and between the human figure 
and “design.” Weymouth likes the freshness of clean 
design; yet human interest is never subordinate to it. 
He purposely combines patterns and people which, he 
feels, share importance in his pictures. Eyes that look 
out from a corner (far right and page 96) are immediate 
attention-getters—so strong, in fact, that the large area 
remaining in each picture is necessary to balance each 
face. The area is neither wasted nor ineffectual. In every 
picture Weymouth has included some object or strong 
line which complements the (Continued on page 122) 
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<]“Three Textures and a Guy.” Wey- 
mouth wanted to show a study in tex- 
tures as well as to contrast them with 
the soft vertical strip of background, 
right. Tiny though the out-of-focus 
“guy” is, he counterpoints crisp fore- 
ground details. 


“Patsy in the Corner.” During a live- 
ly game of peek-a-boo around Quonset 
hut, Patsy popped into view in corner 
of Weymouth’s groundglass and was 
in “proper relationship with the repe- 
titious wall design. I automatically 
place subjects in corners or at the 
edge without much forethought.” 7 

















<]“Design and a Boy.” Steps, rail- 
ing and bricks of nursery school made 
a design which was balanced by a 
small boy. Although “cornering” your 
subjects should be done as much as 
possible by careful framing in the 
viewfinder before making the expo- 
sure, judicious cropping can be effec- 
tive later. Weymouth used a Rolleiflex 
and Super-XX film for all pictures. 
Most settings were between f/8 and 
f£/11 at 1/200 second. 
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“Patsy,” left. Toy bird and girl were placed for a sim- 
ple design effect, yet “design” hardly dominates the 
child! In “Cellar Portrait,” below, Weymouth used “ex- 
isting props” to balance reflected face, liked vertical 
pipe parallel and close to left edge of picture. 

















A\Seaside lovers are often subject 
(if oblivious) to the scrutiny of 
passing cameras. By adding a pass- 
er-by to the scene, Weymouth 
didn’t simply strengthen composi- 
tion. He made a joke, and gave a 
different perspective to the conven- 
tional romantic beach picture. 


<JA bright spot of light at the 
far end of a line of pipes seems to 
send shadow patterns toward the 
viewer’s eye with an almost cen- 
trifugal force. Here the focal point 
of the design—the spot of light— 
was used off-center in the photo- 
graph, while the child, charging 
through the “tunnel,” is slightly 
blurred. The combination of her 
running toward the camera, plus 
the spiraling pipe patterns, gives 
an odd, fantasy effect. 
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SANDWICH YOUR 
NEGATIVES 


“SHARPENS UP YOUR VISION,” says Al Francekevich about 
making enlargements from a negative sandwich. “Good 
training in composition and balance, too.” Physically 
the Francekevich mixture is very simple. Although it 
consists of two negatives—he always works with two 
at a time, no more—the resulting prints are full of 
visual desserts. In choosing the sandwich components, 
Francekevich selects a negative which contains the main 
subject. Then he looks for a subordinate negative. For 
this, he avoids using a very busy scene which might 
overpower the first negative. Ideally, the subordinate 
should have a clear area which can function as a plain 
background for the central figure (see boy, opp.). 


= 
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Superimposing the negatives, however, is far less sim- 
ple than superimposing ham on rye. Francekevich pa- 
tiently juggles them, in the enlarger, in order to get 
the most pleasing, imaginative composition. At the 
same time, he has to keep the main subject (man, below; 
girls and boy, opp.) from being blocked by images 
on the subordinate negative. Often Francekevich will 
sandwich a regular negative with a film positive, or 
use a negative which has been partially reversed by 
receiving additional light during development (far 
right, opp.). Variations in printing time can produce 
interesting results; Francekevich recommends making 
test strips every time.—REBECCA BLANCHARD

White areas, left and right, con- 
trast with dark center strip and nicely frame 
girl’s happy expression, gull’s flight. Here, sim- 
plicity is most effective. 


<J In the original picture, girl’s hand was rest- 
ing on a light tree trunk. This, in the print 
from a sandwich negative, became a dark, con- 
tinuous tone background which sets off the main 
subject’s face. Although this picture has many 
more details—brick wall, leaves, windows— 
than others, the expressions of two figures domi- 
nate. One being close up, the other in middle 
distance, gives feeling of space.

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Dr. Cinema says: 


Try a wide-angle lens on your projector 
for big screen kicks in tight quarters 


Are you getting tired of looking at 
movies about the size of postage 
stamps just because your living room 
is too small for the long projection 
throw you need to fill your screen? 
Well, there’s a tailor-made remedy 
waiting for you. 

Unless you have been using one of 
those miniature screens, the one you 
now have is probably big enough. A 
30 x 40 inch screen is acceptable. 

The next item to consider is your 
projection lens. A 2-inch lens is stand- 
ard on 16mm movie projectors, and 
modern 8mm projectors come with 
1-inch lenses. Under ideal projection 
conditions, they would be fine. What 
is the perfect setup? Well, it’s where 
the audience is about half way be- 
tween screen and projector, with 
enough space to get that long throw. 
In most living rooms that would mean 
projecting from out in the street. 

But you can increase picture area 
approximately 50 percent right in the 
room you now use for film showings. 
Here’s how to do it. Just substitute a 
1%-inch lens on your 16mm, or a 
%-inch on your 8mm projector. The 
lenses mentioned are not extreme wide 
angle and the over-all sharpness is just 
fine for most purposes. 


More projection light 


Of course, your picture may look 
dimmer with the wide-angle projection 
lens. Actually, light on the screen is 
somewhere near what it would be if 
you were able to project over the 
ideal distance. But still, you aren’t 
happy about it. The solution is simply 
to use a 750-watt bulb instead of the 
500 watt, or a 1000-watt bulb for the 
750, depending on what is currently in 
your projector. 

That takes care of the projection 
end of things neatly. So let’s talk 
about the taking end of movie making. 
You can project a big screen picture 
in your living room. So why not make 
some changes in your filming technique 
that can add a lot to your pictures— 
possibly even give you a new visual 
experience. 

Sometimes your old standby, that 
25mm taking lens on your 16mm cam- 
era or the 44-inch on the 8mm, just 
won’t do the job. You need the wide- 
angle lens which permits you and your 
camera and bar light to get in closer 
to the subject. No more furniture mov- 
ing or gymnastics so often involved in 
indoor movie making. Often enough, 
with a normal taking lens, you have 
to step back so far that bar-light il- 
lumination fails to cover the back- 


ground sufficiently. But, with a wide- 
angle lens, you and the bar light are 
right there with plenty of illumination. 

There’s another thing to remember 
about wide-angle lenses. They have a 
greater zone of sharpness at small 
openings than a normal lens. This 
makes it possible to work with one 
distance setting almost through an en- 
tire shooting session. 

A wide-angle lens also tends to ex- 
aggerate perspective, increasing the 
illusion of three dimensions. Near 
objects look closer and far objects even 
more remote when the film is pro- 
jected on your screen. 

These are two reasons why tele- 
vision newsmen consider the wide- 
angle lens one of the most important 
pieces of equipment in their bag. 


Add a medium telephoto 


You may have a telephoto or long 
focal lens right now, either a 3-inch 
for 8mm or a 4- or 6-inch for 16mm. 
Don’t think you need to chuck your big 
telephoto lens away. You can do a 
great job on extremely long-distance 
sports, nature, and similar shots. The 
drawback to the big berthas is that 
they tend to be a bit bulky; sometimes 
they interfere with the operation of 
other lenses on the turret. A medium 
telephoto, on the other hand, balances 
the short focal length of your wide- 
angle lens and rides compactly on the 
camera. For 8mm, you might try either 
a 1% or 2-inch lens; for the 16mm, the 
2-inch f/1.4 is a good bet. 

But why a medium focal-length tele- 
photo? You’re restricted to bringing 
really distant things near with the 


and that someone a few rows away 
reacts bigger than life. 


Use discretion 


You can make your movies vital by 
using wide-angle and telephoto lenses 
coupled to wide-angle projection 
lenses. At the same time, you should 
remember that the idea is not to leave 
your audience feeling like they had 
just gotten off a merry-go-round. Use 
forethought in shooting and editing. 
Remember, the aim of the wide-angle 
projection lens is just to get a bigger 
screen image. Use the wide-angle and 
telephoto taking lenses where they add 
meaning to your movies. Don’t go in 
for wide vistas or closeups just because 
you have the lenses. The normal lens 
still has plenty of uses. 


Vistascope 


Until now we have been talking 
about big screen projection—where 
the screen size is in 3:4 ration. But 
what about wide screen movies with 
their 1:2 ratio? Can the amateur work 
with them? The May, 1955, issue of 
MODERN carried a pretty complete 
story on Vistascope, one of the several 
anamorphic systems available, giving 
1:2 instead of 3:4 ratio screen images. 

With Vistascope, the slip-on unit is 
used on your normal movie lens to 
take the picture. The unit is then trans- 
ferred to the projector to show the 
film. The Vistascope lens squeezes 
about 50 percent more horizontal area 
into the picture when used on the cam- 
era. In effect, it serves to stretch the 
picture when used in projection. Vista- 
scope, incidentally, has nothing to do 
with wide-angle lens systems. It is 
available in 8mm and 16mm sizes. And 
your screen, if it is the window shade 
type, can be let down to the proper 
1:2 format. 

For the movie maker with the prob- 
lem of projecting in limited space, 
Vistascope presents a dilemma. 

Vistascope movies shot on 8mm film 
must be projected a minimum of 8 
feet. For 16mm, the distance is 12 feet.

more powerful telephoto lenses. With 
the medium unit you can focus down 
to get big screen images of things that 
are only a short distance away. 

You are seated about 20 feet from 
the platform at a football rally. You’ve 
shot the scene with your wide angle, 
closed in with your normal lens, and 
you need that clincher for impact. But 
you’re confined to your seat. The me- 
dium telephoto is flipped into place. 
You get one shot of the cheerleader. 
Focusing down, you get a closeup of 
someone a few rows away. 

When you project the film, the cheer- 
leader will be calling for the steam- 
roller cheer right in your living room, 


At 11 feet, 8mm Vistascope on the 
1-inch projector lens throws a small, 
16 x 32-inch image. With 16mm pro- 
jection, the picture is only 30 x 60 
inches at 18 feet. Thus, anamorphic 
lenses, while contributing a tremen- 
dous amount to movie making, are not 
the answer for the man who works in 
tight quarters. 

What is the answer? Wide-angle 
projection and taking lenses, along 
with the medium telephoto lens, until 
the day you have the room to go wide 
screen.—THE END

WIDEN YOUR SCOPE 
BY CLOSING IN WITH 
SUPPLEMENTARY LENSES 





Supplementary lenses, above, come in several sizes, 
mounted and unmounted. Some have slip-on mounts. The 
wire frame, below, is bent from a coat hanger and can 
substitute for a titler and rackover (see text). Frame size 
depends on supplementary lens. 
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WHETHER YOU call them supplementary, portrait, or 
copying lenses, those round, flat-looking pieces of glass 
can do a powerful job for you when you need a movie 
haymaker. You can get close enough to make a bug look 
like something out of the stone age. That’s an exaggera- 
tion of course, but supplementary lenses can give your 
films that real stopper if used correctly. 

And they can do lots more. Supplementary lenses can 
make filming tricky movie titles almost easy; and, with 
them, nature photography suddenly assumes breath- 
taking beauty. 

Supplementary lenses go right over your regular 
movie lens. You either slip them into the filter slot in 
your lens shade or fit them into a filter holder which 
threads into the lens barrel. 

There are a few things you should know about sup- 
plementary lenses: 

1. The easiest way to use supplementary lenses is to 
set the normal lens on your camera at infinity. 

2. Supplementary lenses come in a variety of powers 
or strengths. With your regular lens at infinity, these 
strengths arbitrarily determine the distance between the 
supplementary lens and the subject for sharp focus. 

3. Every supplementary lens is rated in diopters. A 
one-diopter lens (+1) focuses an image 40 inches from 
the lens. A two-diopter lens focuses an image 20 inches 
from the lens. Dividing the diopter of the lens into 40 
always gives you the proper lens-to-subject distance 
when the normal lens is set at infinity. 

How about the area to be covered? Well, each sup- 
plementary lens covers a specific area. The table on opp. 
page offers several supplementary lenses, the distance 
they focus at with the lens set at infinity, and the area 
covered. The +1, +2, and +3 supplementary lenses can 
be had at your photographic supply dealer. Others may 
be purchased from opticians or optical supply houses. 

I chose supplementary lenses to get an extreme close- 
up of an eye in a film called Dark Interlude. A girl is 
about to lose her sight because of an accident. The ex- 
treme closeup of the eye during examination by a doc- 
tor carries a force that might not otherwise have been 
possible. It says this is an eye, (Continued on page 126) 




















How the Eye Closeup Figured 
in the making of Dark Interlude 


The doctor, in the first shot, examines the 
eye. The camera moves in on the girl’s 
face in the second shot, and finally the 
eye itself occupies the entire screen. The 
picture, directly below, shows the setup 
used to make the eye shot. Lighting was 
kept dim until actual filming to prevent 
discomfort to the subject. To prevent un- 
wanted shadows, frame on titler was re- 
moved after eye had been aligned with lens.

TRY CANDID GLAMOUR 


In the Familiar Surroundings of Your Own Home. By Fred Lyon 


THE MAN about the house who photographs his wife, sis- 
ter or current girl friend is at a psychological disadvan- 
tage. He may hope to catch an aura of glamour, but this 
is difficult when he knows the “model” all too well. 
When he does ask her to pose, and drags out the para- 
phernalia of lights and seamless paper, she usually freezes 
into stiff self-consciousness. However, since very few 
women are professional models, a familiar room, un- 
cluttered by elaborate photographic equipment, makes 
an ideal setting for charming, informal pictures in natu- 
ral light. Women’s faces tend to photograph best in soft 
light. Around the home, you may be able to use diffused 
windowlight (below) , or “bounced” sunshine (top, opp.) , 
which are ideal for candid pictures. With “bounced” sun, 
light strikes the wall and is reflected back onto your 


model. Try it whenever you want a brilliant backlight. 

Simplicity, of course, is the usual key to good pic- 
tures, and often the most successful are candids or semi- 
candids made in simple surroundings. Shoot against a 
plain background, avoid Venetian blinds, print wallpaper 
and drapes. Props and clothes should be decorative, 
but must not be allowed to overpower the subject. Have 
your model wear her usual clothes (such as the casual 
costume, opposite, below), and relax on the chair, divan 
or windowseat that is familiar to her. If she tends to 
be heavy, she can lean forward on her hands. Too low 
a camera position or head-on poses should be avoided. 
Watch for candid moments; many of my best pictures 
were made when I saw something that looked just right— 
and ran quickly for the camera.—THE END 


Household furniture, a natural prop, often contributes to good 
picture composition. Since the divan here made a strong hori- 
zontal composition, Lyon photographed his wife when her pose 
echoed this. Luminescence came from diffused glass wall. Lyon 
used a 4 x 5 Linhof with 6 in. Schneider Xenar lens, exposed at 
f£/8 and 1/50 on Super Panchro Press, Type B. 







































Amusing candids can be- 
come pictures in the dark- 
room! Lyon’s wife was not 
wearing lipstick, during 
early morning breakfast, so 
she pulled her jacket collar 
over her face when the 
Rolleiflex appeared. Such a 
trick may be used deliber- 
ately if your model’s teeth 
or mouth are not among 
her best features. In order 
to get a normal negative in 
the flesh tones, Lyon gave 
an exposure of f/8 and 
1/50 second on Super-XX, 
despite strong sunlight on 
wall behind model. In en- 
larging, he made a light 
print, but carefully burned 
in the eyes so that they gave 
contrast and depth to the 
picture. Close cropping 
made the collar line a dom- 
inant part of the composi- 
tion, enhanced the shot. 


Look for completely natu- 
ral, unposed picture possi- 
bilities. Your subject may 
be sitting on a windowsill, 
leaning against the frame 
of an open door. Chances 
are she’ll be backlighted, 
and you may have to use 
a compromise exposure, as 
Lyon did for this picture. 
Using a Primarflex camera 
with a 7 inch Goerz Dogmar 
lens, he shot at f/6.8 and 
1/20 second on Super-XX 
film. By dodging, he was 
able to get a satisfactory 
print. Note accent given by 
window shutter, as well as 
the pleasant perspective 
and blur of foreground bot- 
tle and leaves—all decora- 
tive props.

with crumpled aluminum foil such as is 
sold in almost every grocery store and 
supermarket. He prefers the combined 
spectral-diffused light effect provided by 
these reflectors to the brighter, unre- 
lieved light reflected by ordinary white 
boards or sheets. 

Daylight, of course, permits him to 
work faster, a decided advantage to a 
photographer who makes exposures as 
rapidly as he discovers a pleasing, 
minute variation in the picture’s. ele- 
ments. Exposure can be almost as fast as 
outdoors, especially when the new, 
high-speed films are used. 

In backgrounds, his instinct for iso- 
lating the primary theme or object of 
each picture again dictates simplicity. 
He uses seamless gray or another neu- 
tral color paper, or space itself, one of 
the finest of neutral backgrounds. 


Props are few 


In props, his isolation is almost com- 
plete. He excludes gimmicks and fancy 
devices that distract from the model. As- 
suming that the subject is enticing in 
herself—and that can be taken for 
granted since he carefully selects his 
models for some provocative, haunting, 
or other appealing quality—he permits 
her beauty to cast the spell. Rarely will 
you find anything more than the top of a 
chair upon which the subject is seated 
in his glamour portraits. 

One exception is the picture on page 
82, taken for Glamour magazine. He 
planned to have the model tilt her head 
back and laugh, the better to show the 
low-cut bra that was the point of the 
shot. A run-through convinced him that 
the right side of the picture would ap- 
pear curiously empty, being merely a 
white glare. He, therefore, introduced 
the white cup and saucer that the model 
holds in her hand with advantageous re- 
sults. Note how the cup and saucer serve 
as a primary focal point, serving to pre- 
vent your eye from going out of the pic- 
ture and directing it instead to the 
model’s ring. 

Colhoun’s choice of cameras for 
natural-light photography is the minia- 
ture. He owns several kinds—35mm and 
214 x 214 in size—and uses the camera 
that suits the type of photo he wants to 
produce. Versatility, speed of operation 
and large number of exposures possible 
on a single roll are the important factors 
influencing his use of the miniature for 
much of his work. 

One remarkable thing about Col- 
houn’s glamour pictures is that despite 
the artificiality rampant in the fashion 
field, his models never look phony. In 
more ways than one, therefore, his tech- 
nique can be aptly summed up by the 
expression: It’s a natural!—THE END. 
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INTERESTING SUBJECTS and skillful printing techniques help you 
get Prize-Winning Pictures, but both skill and technique can be 
wasted when the negative is bad. A Pacemaker Graphic in the big

Although he now uses a small elec- 
tronic flash unit for some assignment 
pictures, all those printed with this arti- 
cle were taken in natural light. “I try to 
use electronic flash as I would use day- 
light. I don’t consider it a different kind 
of light. But I much prefer natural light. 
I find light magic as it is, unsurpass- 
able. I suppose the reason is that photog- 
raphy is to me what the eye can see and 
find and the eye can see and compre- 
hend the magic of light as it is.” 

Pousette-Dart has been able to control 
natural light for his own effects by 
watching it carefully. Some of his in- 
door pictures have the bright quality 
that seems to say “sunshine” and “out- 
doors.” Yet when he is working out- 
doors, he is able, by choosing his posi- 
tion to get the effect of an “indoor” low 
light level. For example on page 68, 
Pousette-Dart’s daughter, Joanna, a fre- 
quent subject for his camera was photo- 
graphed indoors with light streaming in 
from a door and windows, bright for a 
gay and spontaneous expression of hap- 
piness. In contrast, the little girl Caro- 
line, page 69, was photographed out- 
doors. The cap she is wearing is not part 
of a costume, but a hat that she wears 
frequently and her mood, that of a Lewis 
Carroll Victorian child, is one that she 
also wears habitually. In this case, the 
photographer did not want a bright and 
sharp picture. Instead he was after the 
misty effect that best fitted the subject’s 
personality. She was photographed in a 
garden with backlight, as she stood in 
the shade. 

The little girl on page 64 was photo- 
graphed in her own living room, the 
light coming in from the windows. The 
portrait on page 66, top, was also taken 
in the subject’s own apartment. The lady 
was very fond of cats, and her gesture 
was an unpremeditated one. 


Double exposure? 


One of these pictures is a double ex- 
posure. Look through and see if you can 
guess which one. It will be difficult, as it 
isn’t obvious. The picture is the portrait 
of the painter Stamos, bottom page 66. 
The smoke-like form is actually from 
one of Stamos’ paintings. Yet it fits so 
well that it seems an integral part of the 
composition. 

One other quality of this portrait 
should be noted, the crisp effect which 
results from the extreme contrast. The 
hair seems made of sharp streaks of 
black with white lights—almost no mid- 
dle tones. This is a result of the film’s 
over-development. The natural window 
light is used in this case for strong cross- 
lighting effect, bringing out the texture 
and fitting in well with the contrast 
technique.

Despite the careful thought and com- 
plexity of approach that goes into his 
portraits, Pousette-Dart retains an ease 
of result in the final picture. The double 
portrait is not always the simplest prob- 
lem to bring off well, yet he succeeded 
with the picture of the late Robert 
Flaherty and his wife, page 67. This was 
taken as the couple were sitting for a 
moment waiting to leave their apart- 
ment. The directional light was coming 
in from a window. The double portrait 
has the naturalness of the instant and is 
fascinating for its use of light—half 
light on her face, full light on his. 
What you learn 

From Pousette-Dart’s portraits, you 
can learn much in approach, patience, 
long hours in the darkroom.

human subject. Such composition is 
well-planned before the exposure is made, 
even though Weymouth’s “planning” 
may take only a few seconds. Yet the 
studied or forced feeling that often ac- 
companies “planned” pictures does not 





| | happen here by any means. The pictures 


have an almost candid appearance, as if 
they were grabbed-on-the-run or caught 
by happy coincidence. It was no coinci- 
dence, however, that Weymouth set up 
a tripod in front of big pipes where 
children were playing nearby, adjusted 
camera settings and waited until one 
child ran towards him (page 89). Or, 
when sharp texture is played off against 
soft focus (“Three Textures and a 
Guy,” page 87), it didn’t happen by 
chance; Weymouth had calculated the 
effect. 

The mechanics of Weymouth’s photog- 
raphy are as refined as his aesthetic ap- 
proach. He is a non-professional, but 
his pictures have a thoroughly “profes- 
sional” look. Careful exposures produce 
negatives that yield crisp, impressive 
prints. He tries to compose exactly on 
the ground glass of his Rolleiflex, but 
will crop in enlarging, when necessary. 

Does he combine the parts of his pic- 
tures successfully? Weymouth says, 
“Yes. Whether the conventionalists ac- 
cept my approach or not does not bother 
me, since it is the photographer himself 
who must finally judge his own work.”

the conservation story to the public, 
when Adams said: 

“What about a show on the whole of 
conservation? . . . Clear up the con- 
fusions in most people’s minds, show 
them the issues at stake and the dan- 
gers. ... Define the difference in func- 
tion between a Reclamation area, a 
National Forest, a Wilderness area, and 
the National Parks. . . . Show the im- 
portance of the spiritual values as well 
as the material ones by making the most 
beautiful exhibition yet. ... A lot of peo- 
ple think Conservationists are a bunch 
of long-haired cracks and wild-eyed 
mystics! It’s about time they were 
given a chance to understand the broad 
principles and the full scope for which 
we're fighting ...” 

To bring this hope to realization, Mrs. 
Newhall worked long months going over 
thousands of prints, writing a lyrical 
text, planning the architecture of the 
show. And, as with many good ideas, help 
came from all over. A member of the 
Sierra Club (one of the oldest and most 
powerful conservation societies), Walter 
Starr, gave $2,000 toward the cost of the 
show. The California Academy of 
Sciences volunteered to make both the 


original exhibition and the duplicate. 
The National Park Service helped. In 
Mrs. Newhall’s words: “It was never at 
any time one individual’s or one group’s 
expression; together with experts and 
laymen of many differing opinions, An- 
sel Adams and I worked to make an 
important idea articulate.” 

The result was articulate, indeed. 
Said art critic Alfred Frankenstein of 
the San Francisco Chronicle: 

“Some weeks ago, in commenting on 
the photographic exhibition called the 
Family of Man. . . this department ob- 
served that the camera is man’s best ar- 
tistic advocate. That the camera is also 
no mean advocate for wild nature is 
underlined by the show called This is the 
American Earth, which opened last 
week. This is the American Earth is an 
esthetic masterpiece. . . . It begins with 
a sweep across the history of man’s re- 
lationship to his environment, from an- 
cient times to the settlement of America, 
relating migrations, the rise and fall of 
empires, and the evolution of great ideas 
like democracy to sparseness or plenty 
of water, soil and timber.”

lettered strip over a light section of the 
projected transparency. Letters will 
photograph black as a result. 

Shooting at eight frames per second 
will let you close down for maximum 
sharpness, At the normal 16 frames per 
second, shutter speed is about 1/30. At 
eight, you'll be filming at approximately 
1/15 of a second. Eight inches, using a 
five diopter lens, is a good distance. 

Just outside your door is a wealth of 
movie-making material. The only trouble 
is that the main characters can hardly 
be seen. But if you take your supplemen- 
tary lenses along, you can move right in 
on nature, filling your screen with a 
world that Alice never knew. 

Mount your titler or wire framer on 
a tripod. Pick out the bug, leaf, or flower, 
and go to work. Because the regular lens 
is at infinity, you won’t have focusing 
troubles—providing you stick to the ar- 
bitrary distances for each supplemen- 
tary lens. Have you ever thought about 
shooting an ant hill, or a rose, in such a 
way that it would fill your screen? Re- 
member to take a meter reading on only 
the area to be filmed. 


Supplementary lenses are fine for all 
sorts of nature shots. Set the regular 
lens at infinity and measure off the 
proper distance for the supplementary 
lens employed. Watch subject area. 


The strength of the supplementary 
lens you choose depends on the size of 
the subject. It may be inconvenient to 
carry a whole bunch of supplementary 
lenses, and you don’t have to. You can 
combine two to equal the power of a 
third. For example: a two-diopter and 
a three-diopter lens can be combined to 
make a five-diopter lens with a distance 
of sharp focus of eight inches. 

Think of your supplementary lenses 
as the investigating eye of your camera. 
Once you let imagination, salted with 
proper technique, take over, supplemen- 
tary lenses can open up a new world.

explicit), and is lined up with the cam- 
era’s lens. The latter is racked all the 
way forward to the closest focusing posi- 
tion (to reduce the chance of mechanical 
vignetting), and is set to its widest open- 
ing. All stopping down is done by the 
lenshood-diaphragm on the taking ocu- 
lar. If you stop down the camera’s 
diaphragm, heavy vignetting will occur 
and the negative image will be circular. 
Once everything is set up, focusing is 
done entirely with the binocular adjust- 
ment—the camera stays at its original 
setting at all times. 

Be certain to get the taking lens exact- 
ly in line with the camera’s lens or you 
will get vignetting. 

It’s possible to use the binoculars 
“wide open”—that is, either without the 
lenshood gadget, or with that diaphragm 
at maximum opening. If so, the sharp- 
ness will fall off at the corners, and 
there will be some distortion. With the 
Bino-Foto rig, maximum aperture with a 
35mm camera is approximately {/7; 
with a twin-lens reflex, £/9; with 8mm 
and 16mm cine cameras, f£/3.5 and £/4.5 
respectively. Tests showed that to get 
full 214 x 214 negative sharpness, it was 
necessary to stop down to f/22. At £/16, 
everything was sharp but the corners. 
Smaller film sizes can be covered with 
wider lens openings. 


Film and development 


Pictures made through very long focal 
length lenses tend to lose contrast. To 
compensate for this, stay away from very 
soft contrast, super speed films, if possi- 
ble. Plus-X is good for outdoor work. It’s 
also advisable to overdevelop from 25 to 
40 per cent to pep up the contrast. This, 
however, is partly a matter of personal 
preference, for what’s “flat” and dull to 
one person may seem satisfactory to an- 
other. 

Excellent results in color are possible, 
particularly with the new high speed 
films, such as Anscochrome and Ekta- 
chrome. Color films are inherently more 
contrasty than most black-and-white 
films, and the contrast stands up well for 
this type of work. 


What kind of subjects 


There are certain obvious uses of the 
Bino-Foto. Tiny, distant subjects are 
magnified. At the zoo you can get pic- 
tures of tigers and bears which seem to 
have been made close up. In addition, 
the binoculars can give you wonderful 
compression effects. That is, they alter 
drastically the relationships between 
middle distant and far distant objects. 
Things seem to be pushed together, piled 
up on each other—all the normal rela- 
tionships are changed. Movie-makers 
ean. produce hair-raising films in which 
they are virtually under the wheels of 
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oncoming traffic, or trains, all from a 
safe, great distance. 

If you have a pair of powerful glasses, 
or if you would care to try a few binocu- 
lar shots before investing in such a com- 
plete outfit as the Bino-Foto, here is how 
to go about it. The technical information 
was supplied by Peter A. Leavens. 

The binocular eyepiece should be in 
gentle but flush contact with the camera 
lens (or as close as possible). An 
imaginary straight line ray of light en- 
tering the center of the binocular taking 
lens should emerge from the eyepiece so 
as to enter the camera lens perfectly 
straight. 

Devices are available for mounting 
binoculars on tripods. These can be 
purchased from some opticians and in a 
few camera stores. A couple of flash-

gun brackets can be rigged with the 
tripod adapter to form a suitable sup- 
port, as shown. Either tube of the binocu- 
lars is suitable for picture taking or 
viewing. 

For distant objects, both camera and 
binoculars should be focused precisely 
at infinity. For closer subjects, adjust 
the binoculars only, according to visual 
focus through the viewing half. 


Getting the exposure 


The diameter of the eyepiece exit pu- 
pil of the binoculars, divided into the 
focal length of the camera’s lens, gives 
you a fixed f/stop. The camera dia- 
phragm is kept wide open—exposure 
adjustments are made by changing shut- 
ter speeds. There is also a light loss 
equivalent to about one-half stop as the 
light goes through the binocular lens 
system. 

Conventional 10 x 50 glasses (10 pow- 
er, 50mm object lenses) have exit pupils 
5mm in diameter. 

A 7 x 50 glass has an average exit 
pupil diameter of about 7.1mm; with the 
75-80mm lenses used on twin-lens re- 
flexes, this gives a maximum aperture 
of about f/11. 

An 8 x 30 binocular has an exit pupil 
of about 3.75mm, and would give you 4 
maximum aperture ef about £/22 with 
the twin-lens reflex.—J. w.

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CAMERA CLUBS 


by MABEL SCACHERI 


Everybody makes portraits. So 
let’s see where this type of picture 
fits into club activities—what kind 
of programs you can plan. 


Some days ago an earnest member 
of a camera club had a big argument 
with me. He said that several members 
of his club were deeply interested in 
portraiture. And yet, on a club print 
night, the judge heaved out all the 
portraits on the first round, with just 
a grunt, no helpful comment or per- 
sonal reason for his rejection. 

I said, “Gosh, fellow, don’t you know 
that portraits are not proper contest 
material? Character studies, yes, if 
not too stereotyped. But how is a judge 
to tell whether a portrait is good? The 
photographer may have been con- 
fronted by some pickle-puss who had 
no redeeming features to begin with 
and then froze up when he faced the 
camera. 


What to do 


Obviously these comments of mine 
did not sell Mr. H. of the camera club. 
In fact, they seemed to rile him a bit. 

“What are we going to do?” he said. 
“Here we have these people who are 
not interested in shooting anything 
else but portraits. Shall we tell them 
to keep their darned old portrait en- 
tries out of our contests, and maybe 
pull out of our club? They are really 
interested in photography. They are 
good club members who take part 
energetically in the work of the club. 
A lot of help you turned out to be.” 

“Well,” I suggested to this chap, 
‘why don’t you have two or three print 
nights per year just for portraiture? 
Have the pix judged by a professional 
portrait man, one who is not of the 
stiff, conventional school but a fellow 
who gets some life into his portraits. 
Also, have a few demonstrations of 
portrait lighting for the club. Don’t 
call them portrait lighting demonstra- 
tions, or the majority will stay away 
from that meeting. Just say it is a 
lighting demonstration. Start out with 
some interesting still life objects, 
small art objects, good figurines, books 
with interesting bindings, toys. Show 
how to light these things effectively 
and then point out that the human face 
is also an ‘object’ and lighting it in- 
volves many of the same problems as 
you meet in still life photography. 
But there are other things to con- 
sider, too: expression, glaring light 
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on eye-glasses, and a flattering pose.” 

This problem of portraiture must 
come up in a good many camera clubs. 
How about selecting one or two mem- 
bers out of the club for victims? Well, 
use judgment. In my opinion, a very, 
deaf person would be the best model 
The average citizen cannot sit there 
unmoved while some portraitist says, 
“See, this person’s nose is so long it 
creates a leaky-nose shadow on the 
upper lip. The chin is so weak you 
ought to take a low camera angle and 
come up close and distort a little, or 
it will look like a portrait of Andy 
Gump. The clothes are terrible, too. 
Why do women wear these loud print 
dresses ?” 

Perhaps your best bet is a “charac- 
ter” actor, if you can obtain one as a 
model. These people are usually un- 
pretty, but interesting-looking. Their 
stock in trade is their plump, jolly, or 
wrinkled, ancient-farmer-face. A tact- 
ful demonstrator can say, ‘(Now there 
are two ways of photographing our 
model. We may exaggerate his per- 
sonal traits and emphasize character, 
even to the point of caricature. That 
will give us a character study. Or we 
may seek to flatter, to minimize cer- 
tain features. Thus we will get the 
kind of portrait your family and 
friends prefer.” 


Other angles 


He can then demonstrate the pose 
which will take a few pounds off the 
plump party, or lighting which will 
play down some of those wrinkles in 
the witch-face. He can illustrate the 
use of hands in a portrait, to add in- 
terest, the use of a gobo to shade cer- 
tain areas so they will not come out 
too strong and compete with the face. 
Even on field trips, there can be dem- 
onstrations of outdoor portraiture, for 
those interested. 

The real solution for the home- 
portraiture fan is to form his own club 
of like-minded people, but this is prob- 
ably no solution at all. These people 
want to go into a regular camera club 
and wow the members. 

I stili stick by my guns, however. 
Portraits are simply not competition 
material. Club members who have this 
field as their main interest should 
settle for character studies when they 
enter prints. A really good character 
study can indeed compete with other 
pictures. A successful portrait of 
Cousin Emily is still for the birds, and 
Cousin Emily.—THE END

basis. Yet, in 1864 it flared up again in 
Paris, and continued to have support- 
ers for several more years. Eventually, 
a scientific investigation was made 
using the eyes of many animals, and 
in 1869 it was agreed that the idea was 
entirely unsupported by fact. 

The subject probably would have 
become a forgotten issue for all time 
if it were not for Boll’s discovery of 
visual purple and Kiihne’s work in the 
latter 1870’s. (Kiihne was a true sci- 
entist and bitterly resented his publica- 
tions being used by journalists to sup- 
port the once-dead myth of the eye 
retaining a detailed picture of the last 
object seen.)

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After many tedious trials, Kiihne 
finally succeeded in “fixing” a fairly 
crude retinal image. The difficulties in- 
volved and the circumstances neces- 
sary for success—not to mention the 
crude quality of the image—should 
have convinced the world that all past 
claims of retinal image retention were 
pure hokum. Just the opposite reaction 
took place. 

Kiihne found that if an albino rabbit 
was fastened down with its head to- 
ward a bright light source, interrupted 
by opaque, contrasting bars (he ac- 
tually used a barred window of his 
laboratory) a three-minute exposure 


’ was necessary to give him a retinal 


picture by the following technique: 

The rabbit’s head was first fastened 
down and then covered with a dark 
cloth for several minutes to assure a 
maximum of visual purple in the ret- 
ina. The cloth was then removed and 
a 3-minutes exposure given. The ani- 
mal was then decapitated as rapidly 
as possible, the eye removed and cut 
open, and the part of the eyeball con- 
taining the retina placed in a solution 
of alum for several hours. The retinal 
image, consisting of bleached and un- 
bleached visual purple, was thus 
“fixed,” and Kiihne observed a picture 
of the barred window. He referred to 
the process as “optography” and the 
image as “optogram.” 

His disclosures went around the 
world in great haste, causing such a 
journalistic uproar that Vogel, even 
before the end of 1877, reviewed the 
entire situation again and concluded 
that under the most propitious circum- 
stances, with assistance from an anat- 
omist, retinal images of a sort could 
be fixed and observed. He obviously 
Stressed that the process was not 
workable or of any value in murder 
cases and the like. 

Up to this point all experiments had 
been made with laboratory animals. It

Kiihne’s work with laboratory ani- 
mals has been repeated and confirmed 
by others. For example, Hidano in 
1926, held frog eyes for two minutes 
to bright, well-defined objects and ob- 
tained optograms after alum fixing.

With other animals the images disap- 
pear even more rapidly.

George Wald and his associates at 
Harvard University have removed 
visual purple from animal eyes (cat- 
tle) and dispersed it in gelatine which, 
after coating on a support and drying, 
was capable of recording a latent 
image that developed when the layer 
was wetted with hydroxylamine. Re- 
drying the layer fixed it. This is one of 
the experiments that can be conducted 
to show that visual purple is not sud- 
denly bleached by direct light expos- 
ure, but rather, a photochemical re- 
action takes place which triggers the 
subsequent bleaching, that can con- 
tinue for as long as an hour even in 
darkness. In the dry state, visual pur- 
ple reacts to light, but even long ex- 
posures hardly produce a _ visible 
change. When the exposed, dry sub- 
stance is put in a wet state, bleaching 
then occurs.

HOW LIFE GETS THE STORY, behind the 
scenes in photo-journalism, by Stanley 
Rayfield. 84 pages. Doubleday & Co., 
Inc., New York. Price $5.00. 

Here is a big, Life-sized (1014 x 14- 
in.) book with pictures from 40 stories 
which Life has published in the last 
few years, including many color illus- 
trations. Each story has two facing 
pages, and the text describes the ‘‘ad- 
ventures” of the photographers in get- 
ting the pictures. 

They are adventure stories, with 
Eliot Elisofon climbing the Mountains 
of the Moon in Africa, Michael Rougier 
dodging bullets in the Orient, and 
Margaret Bourke-White ditching a 
helicopter in Chesapeake Bay, among 
many others. Even Wallace Kirkland’s 
month-long vigil with tropical fish and 
their temperamental egg-hatching 
processes is an adventure. 

You will look in vain here for a sign 
that these photographers may have 
adventures other than the physical, 
that there is ever any creative prob- 
lem, any struggle to interpret human 
relationships accurately and fully, or 
any, effort to see more clearly and to 
record that seeing. And whether most 
of these photographers would admit it 
in public, they do strive for these 
things as well as battle more obvious 
difficulties. 

But on its own level, this is a very 
interesting book and one which will be 
widely popular. Stanley Rayfield, of 
Life’s promotion staff, has done an ex- 
cellent research job and the text is 
competent and informative. It is a 
handsome book, too, and will interest 
many of Life’s five million-plus read- 
ers.—GEORGE B. WRIGHT

tain Press. Price $7.95. 


There seems to be a fundamental 
imbalance in this manual. While the 
first 150 pages contain a wonderful 
description of the Rolleiflex and the 
Rolleicord, and the photographic sys- 
tem based on them, the picture-taking 
part of the book lacks the inspiration 
a photographer needs to make new dis- 
coveries with his camera. 

The first part of the book is 
crammed with history, design develop- 
ment, and mechanics of the Rolleis. 
Every piece of equipment contributing

to the tremendous flexibility of these 
cameras is reviewed thoroughly. 

The photographs in the picturemak- 
ing section, many of them taken by the 
author, are technically good, but are 
for the most part sterile and lifeless. 
The fashion shots selected are defi- 
nitely not representative of what is 
being done by the best photographers 
in that field. 

The Rollei is a great available light 
camera. Pearlman pays little atten- 
tion to this aspect. His advice on the 
“impressionist school” of photography, 
which seems to be his term for avail- 
able light, is rather tepid. While the 
author does not discourage experi- 
mentation completely, he feels that 
the average photographer’ should 
watch the trend and then jump on the 
band wagon. 

Pearlman spends a lot of time on 
chemical formulas, time that could 
have been used to cover more ade- 
quately the commercially available 
developers. 

The book can serve well as an over- 
all introduction to Rollei photogra- 
phy. However, its value to the more 
advanced photographer is question- 
able.—MYRON A. MATZKIN 


EXPOSURE METER GUIDE, by Charles H. 
Coles. Greenberg, New York. 82 pages 
of text and pictures and a 14 page di- 
rectory of photo-electric exposure met- 
ers. Price: $1.95. 

The cover of this little book claims 
that “Part I of this guide describes for 
the first time exactly why an exposure 
meter cannot give the correct exposure 
without help from you.” Actually a 
number of writers have recently made 
the same point: an exposure meter 
cannot do your thinking. The guide 
nevertheless will be of real help to 
photographers who want practical ad- 
vice on the correct use of photo-elec- 
tric exposure meters. 

Part I, which makes up approxi- 
mately half the book, discusses the ele- 
ments that go into exposure deter- 
minations. The reflected and incident 
light methods are explained and com- 
mon photographic situations are 
analyzed from the exposure viewpoint. 
Explanations, when given, are also 
kept on a practical level, avoiding 
theoretical considerations. 

Part II covers exposure problems 
that are out of the ordinary. Sil- 
houettes, sunsets, rainbows, astro- 
nomical subjects, polarizing filters, 
copying are representative listings. 

Part III is a photographic listing of 
domestic and foreign made exposure 
meters with key comments about each. 

Despite faulty editing, which has 
permitted a number of errors to creep 
in, this book will be helpful where 
practical guidance in exposure is need- 
ed.—CHARLES I. HELLMAN 


PHOTOGRAPHY HANDBOOK, 144 pages. 
The Do-it-Yourself Series. Arco Publish- 
ing Co., Inc., New York. Price, $2.00. 
The amount of “magic” that has 
been thought up for the photo field is 
astonishing. Even more astonishing is 
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that so many instructions for make- 
it-yourself gadgets and picture taking 
techniques have been piled together in 
one rotogravured volume. It has a pic- 
ture section, too, for relaxation after 
constructing the jiffy easels, jumbo 
print trays and other photographer’s 
aids that have been advocated. Most of 
the ladies illustrated have little, if any- 
thing, on (except Douglas Grundy’s 
—on whom he has projected an assort- 
ment of spots and stripes). Weegee 
shows some of the results of skulking 
around public places with infra-red 
film. 

About the only photographs that 
have real merit, however, are by Louis 
Stettner and George Daniell. It’s 
rather too bad to see Stettner’s swans 
and boys and Daniell’s unusual shot 
of heads in this milieu.—D. J. 


MARTIN AND HIS FRIEND FROM OUTER 
SPACE, story by Ivo Duka, photographs 
by Helena Kolda. 96 pages, many pic- 
tures. Harper & Brothers, New York. 
$2.50. 


In the make-believe realm of science 
fiction, junior spacemen will be eager 
to accept the fantastic “BS Beam” 
which brings a Girl of Saturn to Man- 
hattan, faster than the speed of light, 
just for a day of adventure with Mar- 
tin. They will not so easily believe in 
Aknele Alpha herself, who bears a 
striking resemblance to every little 
boy’s girl-next-door. 

Her description of life in the outer 
reaches of the solar system, which 
comprises the first half of the book, 
does little to dispel this illusion. Dis- 
appointingly, we discover that the 
moons of Saturn are more ‘“American- 
ized’? than many a far less remote re- 
gion in our every-day world. Young 
earthbound readers will find the pic- 
tures in this section (ordinary, un- 
peopled vistas) too barren to be inter- 
esting and too familiar to be very con- 
vincing. 

The photographs, generally fail to 
come to life as they should and remain, 
on the whole, pedestrian story illus- 
trations. One or two are interesting. 

Martin and his Space Friend, with 
its ponderous approach, has lost the 
magic of a simple story told just-for- 
fun.—MARJORIE THOMPSON. 


MARILYN MONROE AS THE GIRL, The 
candid picture-story of the making of 
The Seven Year Itch. Over 100 photo- 
graphs.

Mr. Shaw spent an effortless 6 weeks 
on location with Miss Monroe. It was 
not spent in vain. Although picture 
reproduction leaves a bit to be desired, 
the book is well placed and nicely de- 
signed in terms of layout. The picture 
captions never take themselves quite 
seriously, but they keep Miss Monroe 
and the reader rolling. The photog- 
rapher can learn much from the book 
about camera angle and posing. If he 
has Marilyn Monroe as a subject, he 
can put the knowledge to work.—H. K.

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BOUNCE FLASH MADE 
EASY BY POLAROID 


A simple bracket now makes it easy 
to take bounce flash pictures, horizontal 
or vertical, with the flashgun fixed firm- 
ly on the camera. 


Soon to be marketed by the Polaroid 
Corp., the bracket is intended for use 
with Speedliner and Pathfinder models 
of the Polaroid Land camera. However, 
the device seems to be adaptable to a 
wide variety of cameras. 


The advantage of bounce flash is that 
it fills an entire room with soft, even 
light, giving a daylight illumination ef- 
fect. Usually there is a heavy light loss 
in the process, and it is necessary to al- 
low two to three stops more exposure. 
The new Polaroid films are so fast that 
direct flash pictures at moderate dis- 
tances are likely to be overexposed. The 
bounce flash technique makes use of this 
film speed and eliminates the problem. 
The new bracket is extremely handy. 
You can change from direct to bounce 
flash in a matter of seconds—or vice 
versa. And the bracket will fit your 
pocket when not in use. 


Tests by Mopern’s editors showed 
that the bracket worked well, produced 
excellent pictures.—J. W 


Ordinarily, flashgun fits into accessory 
clip of Land camera, and flash is di- 
rected straight at subject. 





New bracket is simple metal strip. One 
end fits accessory clip on camera. For 
horizontal pictures flashgun shoe goes 
into slot marked “H”; for verticals 
the flashgun is mounted in “VY”, 





With bracket in place, light is bounced 
off ceiling. Connector cord should be 
led under bellows as shown, or it may 
get in front of lens. Although gun is 
near eye, edge of reflector is above eye- 
level when sighting through viewfinder. 
There is no chance of getting flash di- 
rectly into eye. In fact, you are hardly 
conscious of the light.

A photographic “time-capsule,” 
readable and useful 


Once upon a time (and a true story 
can begin that way, also) there was 
a young man on the staff of a museum 
and he was given the task of setting 
up the first major exhibition in this 
country of the history of photography. 
This particular quest was very much 
to our hero’s liking and he travelled 
about and found the materials which 
were displayed as “Photography 1839- 
1937” at the Museum of Modern Art. 

The catalog, A Short History of 
Photography, remained in print long 
after the show closed. A dozen years 
later, re-written and enlarged, it ap- 
peared again as The History of 
Photography from 1839 to the Present 
Day (Museum of Modern Art and 
Simon and Schuster, $5.00). 

All proper heroes, of course, should 
live happily ever after. This one, Beau- 
mont Newhall, is continuing his search 
as Curator of the George Eastman 
House in Rochester. More to the point 
here, his book is the one single source 
on the subject in English which is both 
reliable and exceedingly interesting. 


The pleasure of re-reading 


I want to remind you of it because, 
six years after publication, it remains 
the most “current” book on photog- 
raphy now in print. It is not only good 
reading, but it constantly amazes me, 
month after month, by the amount of 
useful information crowded into its 
256 pages and by the perceptive evalua- 
tions of individual photographers and 
of general trends. Soffie of these are 
spelled out in the text and many more 
are there, between the lines, as you re- 
read. I find that this reaction is shared 
by everyone to whom I mention it. 

There is certainly no book on my 
own shelves to which I turn more 
often. (After six years, my copy is 
beginning to look as shabby as a pub- 
lic-school reader and needs replacing 
—proof of its value to one reader.) 
And the more I bring to the book from 
other reading and from experience, the 
more I find patiently waiting for me. 
For all the ease of reading, it is a pro- 
found and thoughtful study. 

- Actually, it can be an annoying 
book; many times when I have been 
overcome by the brilliance and orig- 
inality of some notion which strikes 
me, I find later—implicit behind 25 
words or a paragraph somewhere in 
Newhall’s book—that this same idea

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has long ago occurred to him, been 
evaluated and probably thoroughly 
researched, and fitted into its logical 
place as just one more brick of his 
careful structure. 


The surface and the depth 


Newhall begins his book with the 
early (Renaissance) use of the cam- 
era obscura as an artist’s tool, con- 
tinues into the early chemical investi- 
gations of the effect of light and to 
the first sun-pictures. He describes 
the methods of Daguerre (the metal 
plate) and of Fox Talbot (the paper 
print) and their consequences. He 
shows the rise, a century ago, of pic- 
torialism, traces photojournalism and 
movies from their tentative beginnings 
to the present. 

We see photography become self- 
conscious—‘“‘Is photography an Art?” 
has been asked for a long time now. 
He shows us where “straight” photog- 
raphy emerged as a conscious method 
and when some photographers realized 
that their work was “documentary”. 
He concludes the account with the re- 
production methods which make a sin- 
gle photograph simultaneously avail- 
able to the millions, and with the de- 
velopment of color. 

To summarize the book so briefly is 
to distort it. There are few important 
developments in photography which I 
have failed to find noted here when I 
have needed information. 

Names and dates, of course, are 
meaningless in themselves. History in 
any field has value as it makes the 
present more meaningful and supplies 
some tentative guide toward the fu- 
ture. Not the least value of The History 
of Photography is that Newhall never 
hammers a thesis at his reader and 


’ mounts no soap-box. But the facts are 


so organized that they make sense: 
you can see the threads without losing 
sight of the over-all pattern of the fab- 
ric as it is displayed. 

It is no easy task to make this kind 
of sense out of all the millions of 
photographs which have been made 
since 1839, to tell a clear story (and 
one which has never been challenged 
in any important aspect), to be con- 
cerned with values and yet remain ob- 
jective. Newhall has done all this and 
his accomplishment becomes more 
evident as the book stands up year 
after year. 


The photographer as hermit 


Animals do not have a civilization 
or a culture in the human sense of these 
terms because, every generation, the 
individual must begin afresh, learn his 
own lessons within his biological 
limits. Humans, on the contrary, can 
preserve ideas and record them in 
words and pictures. These recorded 
ideas can be passed “horizontally” 
among contemporaries and “vertical- 
ly” down the generations. We stand on 
the shoulders of our ancestors and look 
out toward wider horizons. 

Every creative photographer must 
work out his own way of looking at

reality and his own methods of ex- 
pressing his feelings about what he 
sees. Yet many young photographers 
spend years repeating the experiments 
and relearning the lessons which oth- 
ers worked out long ago. Some of this 
is inevitable and useful in individual 
development. But to choose ignorance 
of the past is to deny one’s essential 
humanity. 

The more you know about what has 
gone before, the more clearly can you 
work out today’s approach and glimpse 
tomorrow’s potential. 

Newhall, happily, is not at all as 
solemn about it as the two paragraphs 
above. He tells an interesting story 
and he tells it well. You can read it for 
a general impression of a century’s 
developments, for the human stories 
here, or just leaf through the illustra- 
tions, a wonderful collection. You will 
enjoy it. But I warn you, if you pick 
it up occasionally to re-read you will 
find yourself thinking about this won- 
derful, adolescent medium of ours. 
Suddenly, the photographs you see 
will take on more meaning for you. 

Can you ask anything more from a 
book, which is interesting, too? 


Other writers, other books 


There are several books which I 
have used recently which should inter- 
est readers. First, the most competent 
beginner’s book I’ve ever seen: How to 
Take Better Pictures, by Arthur A. 
Goldsmith, Jr. (Bobbs-Merrill, $2.75). 

It is wonderfully illustrated with 
live, interesting pictures and written 
clearly without omitting any neces- 
sary information or writing down. I 
wish I had had this book long, long 
ago when I first looked suspiciously at 
a camera and wondered how it worked. 

Goldsmith covers everything from 
simple camera faults through expos- 
ures under sun, available light, flash 
and flood, action, color, and on to en- 
larging. Keep it in mind as a possible 
Christmas present—you could spend 
more and give far less value. 


New books coming 


There are so many thousands—mil- 
lions, in fact—of snapshot makers and 
more serious amateurs, and so many 
of them turn out incredibly bad pic- 
tures, that there is always a market 
for new beginners’ books. 

I’m looking forward to another new 
one which promises well since it is 
written by a camera store owner who 
taught photography to air cadets dur- 
ing the war and who has seen.more 
than his share of amateur work go 
over his photo-finishing counter. Short- 
ly after you read this, your camera 
store may have copies of Secrets of 
Taking Good Pictures by Aaron A. 
Knopf. (Hanover House, $2). 

No single book, or single approach 
to photography, suits everyone and 
this one may reach enough amateurs 
to help raise standards among a few

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much more. 282 illustrations, 
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thousand more. I hope so: the more 
people there are who take really good 
pictures, the better off all of us in 
photography will be. 

Also available about the time you 
read this is Candid Wedding Photog- 
raphy, by Henry Lefebvre (Amphoto, 
$4). This-is very practical advice from 
a studio photographer who has been in 
the business a long time. It is illus- 
trated with many full-page pictures of 
the type which appeal to customers. 


Color indoors and out 


I have enjoyed very much a non- 
photographic book which you, too, may 
find interesting, particularly if you are 
not confined to an apartment-subway- 
office kind of life. It is The Nature of 
Light and Colour in the Open Air, by 
M. Minnaert (Dover, paper $1.95). 

What causes a halo around the moon 
or a streetlight? Why are we far- 
sighted when we swim under-water 
without a mask? Why do falling snow- 
flakes sometimes look black? For 
these and a thousand other phenome- 
non of vision, the author has a physi- 
cal (or physiological) explanation. 
This book won’t help you make better 
pictures directly, but you may see 
things you never noticed before after 
reading it. 


Controlling color effects 


There is a chapter on photography 
in the recent Lighting for Color and 
Form, by Rollo Gillespie Williams 
(Pitman, $8.50). The author is a light- 
ing expert, particularly in architecture 
and the theatre, and his book is a prac- 
tical text for those working with light 
professionally. Film and_ television 
workers will find much useful informa- 
tion on light and color throughout. 

Less technical but equally practical 
is Faber Birren’s New Horizons in 
Color (Reinhold, $10) which covers 
the subject from interior decoration to 
industrial safety applications of color. 
There are several chapters which a 
photographer will find interesting and 
useful on the psychological effects of 
color, on color organization and har- 
mony (getting away from some of the 
rigid methods which are still taught in 
schools), and on color vision. There is 
also a very excellent bibliography.

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What’s 
Ahead?

Is graininess still a problem? 


A few years back it appeared to me 
as though practical photographers had 
rather suddenly lost interest in the 
problem of “graininess”. I think I 
have evidence to show that this is true. 
And I am inclined to believe that the 
explanation for such a rapid decline 
of regard for a really fundamental 
aspect of the photographic process re- 
sulted from its overemphasis through 
a period of about 20 years in popular 
photographic publications. The em- 
phasis itself (from around 1934 to 
comparatively recent times) was not 
at fault, but the confusion that de- 
veloped from the introduction of so 
many “special” fine-grain developers 
—most of which were innocently (7?) 
endorsed by well-known photog- 
raphers—fomented an artificial com- 
petitive situation among  photog- 
raphers, in which personal “claims” 
became more important than facts. 


The scientific viewpoint 


All during this period, photographic 
scientists in the industry possessed a 
reasonably clear picture of the factors 
that induced minimal graininess. Their 
opinions have (by necessity of newly 
established facts) changed through 
the years in minor details, but essen- 
tially nothing has occurred in the 
progress of photography during re- 
cent years to alter the main principles 
which photographic scientists have 
been expounding, even long before 
1935. The unfortunate development 
that arose which, incidentally, put the 
uninformed fine-grain developer pro- 
ducers in a favorable selling position, 
was the entry of the major film manu- 
facturers into the “special” fine-grain 
developer field. This was nothing more 
than a pure case of sales competition 
causing otherwise intelligent groups 
of people to become a party to a fraud. 
True, in very highiy controlled test 
trials, a statistically real superiority 
could be found for a given manufac- 
turer’s developer over another. But 
when this was the case it only put the 
particular photographic research lab 
people back in the good graces of the 
sales managers. The researchers knew 
very well that they had accomplished 
nothing of great significance, although 
in some cases when the sales depart- 
ment was extremely successful with a 
developer, even the scientists responsi- 
bie for it began to believe that they 
had hit upon something miraculous. 
(This is a short-lived mental exulta- 
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tion for the scientist, however, because 
he invariably comes down to earth 
after the glamour of sales success 
wears off.) 

Getting back to the question, “Is 
Graininess Still A Problem?”, I say 
“yes’”’, with no reservations! 

Graininess problems, in spite of 
their de-emphasis in recent years, 
are still with us in a big way. A photog- 
rapher who has no difficulty in obtain- 
ing a sharp 30 x 40 inch glossy en- 
largement (or larger) from a 35mm 
negative made on fairly high-speed 
film is—besides being a good techni- 
cian—pretty well convinced that 
graininess is not an issue of impor- 
tance. Such attitudes, though, exist 
only because of traditionally accepted 
limits of the photographic process. 
There is no fundamental reason for it 
not being possible eventually to pro- 
duce sharp enlargements of smooth 
appearance (grainless) up to 30 x 40 
inch and larger from film areas a mere 
fraction of that of the standard double- 
frame 35mm negative. Before this ex- 
ists in reality it is necessary to discover 
more facts about graininess. 


Let’s take a new look 


It may sound surprising to many 
of my readers when I state that there 
is no simple, foolproof method for 
determining film graininess on a mean- 
ingful, scientific basis. This is the un- 
derlying reason for graininess remain- 
ing a prime problem in photographic 
research today. Admittedly, graini- 
ness evaluation methods of one sort or 
another are known and used, but none 
that I know of strike at the root of the 
problem, ‘“‘What is graininess?” 

It is my opinion that the answer lies 
in Gestalt psychology. I believe that 
the experimental techniques which 
have been developed in this field could 
be applied to graininess studies to 
point up the significant factors which 
cause one to sense non-homogeneity of 
structure within a given visual area. 
(In case you don’t know, Gestalt psy- 
chology pertains to the “whole” im- 
pression one perceives when confronted 
by a given visual pattern.) 

I propose a method for studying the 
problem more or less objectively 
which, to my knowledge, has not been 
suggested before. What I have in mind 
involves a motion picture animation 
principle. Simple, regularly arranged 
dot patterns could be used as a com- 
parison standard. Then, by dot size 
variations; displacements of uniform 
dot elements from regular to various 
haphazard arrangements; combina- 
tions of dot size variations and hap- 
hazard arrangements; use of “pure” 
white, up to black, backgrounds, etc., 
it would be possible to record and 
project a very wide variety of particle- 
size and distribution patterns at differ- 
ent light levels, in succession (or side- 
by-side) for visual evaluation, where 
all the factors which contributed to 
the impression of non-homogeneity 
(graininess) could be measured.
